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“Ghe &mpire of Prayer

St. Mark 1:23-27, ‘And there 
was in their synagogue a Man with 
an unclean spirit; and he cried out, 
saying, Let us alone; what have 
we to do with thee, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth? art thou come to de- 
stroy us? I know thee who thou 
art, the Holy One of God. And Je- 
sus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy 
peace, and come out of him. And 
when the unclean spirit had torn 
him, and cried with a loud voice, 
he came out of him. And they were 
all amazed, insomuch that they 
questioned among themselves, say- 
ing, What thing is this? what new 
doctrine is this?” 


In mapping out the empire with- 
in which prayer is a force, and is 
operative, the sick room must be 
given a conspicuous place. Men 
have always prayed for the sick. 
They have done it instinctively. 
They have prayed because they 
could not help it. They have been 
encouraged by the fact that Jesus 
prayed for the sick, and gave sick 
people into the care of His dis- 
ciples, that in the apostolic age it 
was customary to pray over the 
sick and anoint them with oil, and 
thru the generations multitudes of 
praying invalids have been lifted 
up and strengthened, healed and 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 


At the end of nineteen hundred 
years of experience the world is 
still made up of three classes of 
people—those who scoff at prayer 


in the sick room, those who make 
use of all medical remedies avail- 
able and try to link prayer’ with 
them, and those who look upon 
medicine as a device of man and 
rely only on the healing power of 
God. “‘O Lamb of God, thou art the 
great physician of our body, mind, 
and spirit, if we will place ourselves 
entirely in thy keeping.” 
That Ye may be the Children of 
Your Father 

St. Matt. 5:44, “Love your en- 
emies, bless them that curse you, 
do good to them that hate you, and 
pray for them which despitefully 
use you and persecute you.”’ Some 
persons say they cannot love their 
enemies. This is because they have 
never tried. They have never tried 
because they feel sure it is impos- 
sible. If it were impossible this 
would clear them of responsibility, 
for we are not responsible for 
things we cannot do. In this way 
their conscience is put to sleep. 
But, every one can love his en- 
emies if he begins at the right 
place, the place of prayer. “Pray 
for them which despitefully use 
you,” says the Master of us all. 
Talk to God about your foes. At- 
tack them thru God. Get even with 
them by means of God. It is a great

day in a man’s life when for the 
first time he prays for his enemies. 
By his prayer he ties his hands so 
he cannot work mischief. He 
strangles his tongue so it cannot 
says ugly things. He paralyzes his 
intellect so it cannot devise ven- 
geance. He sweetens his heart so 
his mouth cannot remain bitter. 
The old law of retaliation fades out 
in the glowing light of love, the 
love that streams from the throne.

St. Matt. 9:38, “Pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he will send forth labourers into 
his vineyard.” Jesus was always 
moved by a crowd. The sight of it 
stirred Him to pity. It reminded 
Him of the world’s vast needs and 
the vision of the world’s needs 
threw Him back to God. When He 
saw the crowd He prayed and ask- 
ed His disciples to pray. The har- 
vest field is vast, the harvest is 
abundant, but the workers are few.

Senator Borah in a_ recent ad- 
dress before the American Senate 
stated, ‘““‘What a shadow of doubt 
there is at the moment in Europe 
a huge and subversive force that 
lies behind the army and counter- 
army of nations: their mines, 
smelters, armament works, holding 
companies, and banks, entangled 
in an international embrace, yet 
working inevitably for the destruc- 
tion of such little internationalism 
as the world has achieved so far. 
The control of these myriad com- 
panies rests, finally, in not more 
than a handful of men whose pow- 
er, in some ways, reaches above 
the power of the State itself. Thus, 
French interests not only sold arms 
to Hungary in flat violation of the 
Treaty of Trianon, but when Hun- 
gary defaulted on the Bill the arm- 
ourers got the French Govern- 
ment to lend Hungary the money 
to pay the French armourers.Thus, 
too, the great. Czechoslovakian 
armament company, controlled by 
Frenchmen, promoted the rise of 
Hitler in Germany, and contribut- 
ed millions of marks to Hitler’s 
compaign. These same Frenchmen 
own newspapers that did more 
than any others to enrage France 
against Hitler.”

DO YOU WANT THESE CONDI- 
TIONS HERE? 


When over a thousand Commun- 
ists rioted in front of the Chicago 
School Board offices, they bore a 
placard: “We want Soviet Condi- 
tions Here!” Misguided youths in 
manv schools and colleges are 
echoing this sentiment. 


Mr. and Mrs. Geo. Cretors now 
returned from Russia where he, an 
American engineer, was in charge 
of 475,000 acres as agricultural ex- 
pert for the Soviet government, tell 
of the openly free sex relations 
among hundreds of children  be- 
tween eleven and seventeen years 
of age in the model co-operative 
institution on this project, and of 


indecent practices taught in the 
school by a Soviet official from 
Moscow. They also tell of the 


scores of children treated for 
social diseases. 


In the U. S. (Fish) report on 
Communism, we read: “Docu- 
ments and books presented to the 
committee indicate that the most 
terrible kinds of vice are encour- 
aged among young school children 
in order to break down their fam- 
ily influence which is the founda- 
tion of all religion.” 

Mrs, Elizabeth Dilling writes: “A 
hospital we visited (in Russia) 
bragged of forty abortions per- 
formed that morning, and an edu- 
cational movie showed pictorially 
to a mixed audience, old and new 
abortion methods and the benefits 
of the latter.” 

The wife of Lenin in an article 
in Pravda, official Communist or- 
gan of Russia, said: ‘““We have 7,- 
000.000 deserted children officially 
registered and 80,000 who have 
been gathered into asylums. How 
manv more are wandering about 
Russia?” 

These are the conditions in Rus- 
sia where couples may live togeth- 
er or register quickly as married or 
divorced. The children of these 
unions become public charges. to 
spread vice and disease in their 


turn. 

Yet some are foolish enough to 
say: “We want Soviet conditions 
here!”— (Prophecy).

“Unity

Text: Psa. 133. “Behold, how 
good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity! 
It is like the precious ointment up- 
on the head, that ran down upon 
the beard, even Aaron’s beard: 
that went down to the skirts of his 
garments; As the dew of Hermon, 
and as the dew that descended up- 
on the mountains of Zion: for there 
the Lord commanded the blessing, 
even life for evermore.” 

Exclamatory 


“Behold” implies the existence 
of something present which the 
speaker is desirous that others 
should notice. David had_ perhaps 
just been summarizing or had tak- 
en a retrospective view of'condi- 
tions when he was first anointed to 
be king over Israel. Saul was reign- 
ing as king at that time and his 
house was never in good order and 
when it became apparent that 
David would succeed him confus- 
ion and war resulted among the 
tribes of Israel. Finally David fled 
taking with him perhaps four hun- 
dred men who were not the best of 
characters, some were in debt and 
were not getting along well, but 
these he reformed by his godly and 


careful life before them and in this - 


manner actually purged the king- 
dom, over which he was to reign, 
from base influence before he re- 


ceived the kingdom. In this he was 
like the Lord Jesus Christ who is 
purging or purifying His kingdom 
subjects. Finally from this little 
handful of followers of the baser 
sort David emerges victorious in 
confiict with Saul, and ‘s anointed 
king over Judah. After seven and 
one-half years he is finally anoint- 
ed king over all Israel. It is then 
that the language of our text ap- 
pears in condition, giving rise to 
the exclamation by David of the 
text itself. As he has beheld di- 
vision, confusion, betrayal, and 
bloodshed previously in Israel and 
now that the twelve tribes are 
reconciled and united into one tri- 
bal commonwealth, the improve- 
ment is so great and appreciated 
on his part that he calls attention 
to the existing conditions present 
among his people. 
Benefits 

The benefits obtained from this 
unity were goodness and pleasant- 
ness instead of dread, suspicion. 
hatred, and variance. There was 
then existing one state of goodness 
toward each other leaving the 
pleasantness brought about by that 
unity itself. 

Beneficiaries 

The beneficiaries of this unity 
were his brethren, used in a wide 
and common sense of all the de- 
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scendants of Abraham, Gen. 13:8; 
Ex. 2:11; Acts 7:26. These brethren 
were united in their purpose and 
government to the extent that they 
were now dwelling as if but one 
family and in the same house in 
unity. Unity alone can unite and 
bring together God’s people in one 
common brotherhood which we 
are taught to love. 
Comparison 

“It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head.” The reference is 
to the anointing oil used in the 
sanctuary made from many preci- 
ous :ngredients such as myrrh, cin- 
namon, sweet calamus and cassia, 
besides an olive oil base, Ex. 30: 
23, 24. With this oi] Aaron and ali 
later priests were anointed, Ley. 
8:12; Ex. 30:30. This oil placed up- 
on Aaron’s head or the high priests 
ran down upon the beard and flow- 
ed off in a copious quantity at the 
skirts or end of his long flowing 
priestly robe. The high priest when 
thus anointed and consecrated 
Was a symbol of unity of the entire 
people of Israel. He bore’ on his 
breastplate the names of the twelve 
tribes so that this holy oil, typical 
of the Holy Spirit and of the grace 
of God, when poured upon him 
flowed down upon and was made 
available for all those tribes and 
every member of each tribe. Such 
is the position of every pastor or 
official within the Church. He is 
anointed of the Holy Spirit and by 
the grace of God, that he may by 
his very presence and official 
duties among God’s people bless 
and consolidate them into one 
compact body. There is quite a dif- 
ference in this kind of a ministry 
and what is so oftentimes found 
within many churches where min- 
isters have their favorites, a ruling 
clique, etc. The purpose of all sa- 
cred offices was to reunite the 
creation of God in the bonds of 
holy and sacred union with God, 
and where any man’s ministry has 
not so wrought and so resulted, he 
will be responsible unto God for au 
failures or delinquencies. The oaor 
and fragrance of divine blessing 
should through a diversified minis- 
try be available for every member. 
This should be true as a result of 
general, state, pastoral, and evan- 
gelistic offices. When our compre- 
hension is such and we apprehena 
the true fact and purpose for which 
God has ordained us, then and only 
then may we exclaim, “Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it is 
for brethren to dwell together in

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How to Gonduct a Sunday Schoo! 


(Continued from last issue) 
Teaching is an art and all are not 
capable of mastering it. But, wheth- 
er mastered or not, the teacher can 
do a great deal of good, if the trial 
only be made. In the first place 
teach the lesson, do not go wan- 
dering off into a lecture or some- 
thing else. Find the great, central 
truth in the lesson and talk about 
it. Put life into it and try to make 
it simple and practical. Don’t al- 
Ways preach to the pupil. Ask 
questions, Better still, try to make 
the pupil ask questions. Don’t pick 
out the brightest boy or girl in the 
Class and confine your questions 
to him or her alone. Get after the 
dull boy and try to make him 
learn. Make him think he is learn- 
ing, as a start. If you ask him 
where Christ was born and he hap- 
pens to say “Bethlehem,” compli- 
ment him. But if he says, “Jerusa- 
lem,” do not get cross and call him 
stupid. Say to him, “Quite near Je- 
rusalem, Willie; a little town quite 
near Jerusalem called—.’” Some 
other boy will cry out, “Bethle- 
hem,” and Willie will think that he 
helped the other fellow to give the 
ght answer. 

Don’t forget the main purpose 
of the Sunday School—the salva- 
tion of souls. The teaching of the 
sible and the training of the child 
in church work and_ in churchly 
things lead to this end, and it 
never should be forgotten by the 
teacher. In this respect the teach- 
er’s example is all-important. We 
often teach more by what we are 
and what we do than by what we 
say. Let the teacher act the Chris- 
tian life and do the Christian thing. 
Let the teacher take part in the 
general exerc’ses of the school and 
set a good example to the pup'ls. 
Don’t get discouraged, fight the 
good fight and fight it all the time. 
Go over each Sunday’s work at 
home and see where you made 
your mistake and remedy it next 
Sunday. Plan next Sunday’s work 
at the same time. And above ail, 
pray for help and guidance. Watch 
over your pupils. Invite confidence 


,and get them to look to you for 


sympathy and advice. 

It is most difficult to formulat 
an order of exercises that will meet 
the needs of all Sunday Schools. 
Without a doubt the question 
must be solved on the basis of the 
individual tastes, ideas and meth- 
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ods of the superintendent or the 
pastor, as well as the character of 
the school and the time at the dis- 
posal of the session. The school 
should not continue at work for 
more than an hour and a half. 
Some schools find two hours insuf- 
ficient time, but the session is too 
long and gets tiresome to the av- 
erage pupil, which is only another 
way of saying that he or she will 
stay away or go somewhere else. 
The effort should be made to have 
something going on every minute 
of the session, and to have that 
something just as interesting as 
possible. The hour for opening and 
closing should be rigidly observed. 
The superintendent should have a 
bell with which to call the school 
to order and to announce the end 
of the study period. It is a mistake 
to use the bell too frequently for 
the purpose of quieting the school 
or for the maintenance of dis- 
cipline. Discipline should be pre- 
served by the teachers, and, so 
long as this view of the situation 
is kept in mind, the bell rarely will 
be called upon to sound a warning. 

Both teachers and pupils should 
be impressed with the fact that the 
Sunday School is the place for re- 
ligious study and not for the ex- 
change of news or talk or visits. 
Pupils should be taught to enter 
the class as soon as they arrive in 
the building. and to stay there un- 
til they are dismissed. The session 
of the school should be divided in- 
to three parts—opening exercises, 
study and teaching period, and the 
closing exercises. In the opening 
exercises there should be hymns, 
prayer, responsive reading, and one 
or two other features; the study 
and teaching period should be 
given over to the lesson and its 
work entirely; the closing exercises 
should consist of hymns, review of 
the lesson by the pastor or the su- 
perintendent, reports by the secre- 
tary and treasurer, closing prayer 
and benediction. 

About five minutes before the 
hour for opening of the school the 
organist should play some sort cf 
a voluntary or prelude. This itself 
will act as a sort of a signal; and 
the ringing of the superintendent’s 
bell will soon become a mere mat- 
ter of form, so far as the actual se- 





curing of order is concerned. The 
opening exercises should begin 
with a hymn, following which 
should be prayer. Another hymn 
should follow, after which there 
Should be some special feature, 
Such as saying of some fixed 
schoo] motto, as “Our aim is to 
have every member present, every 
Bible ready, every lesson learned, 
and every heart willing to accept 
Christ,” or “Let us be thankful 
that God has given us our Sun- 
day School,” or the superintend- 
ent may ask the pupils to bring in 
some memorized verse from the 
Bible, and at this stage of the ex- 
ercises ask such as have done so 
to repeat the memorized verse. 
This, however, is useful only in a 
smal] school. In larger schools, 
each class can have a verse and re- 
peat it in unison, After these spe- 
cial exercises it is well to have the 
roll call, the teacher answering as 
the name or number of the class is 
called; ““Teacher and five (or what- 
ever the number may be) pupils 
present.” If all the Bibles are pres- 
ent that can be announced at the 
same time, or if there are any pu- 
pils sick the prayers of the school 
can be asked.Next should come the 
reading of the lesson by the offi- 
cers, teachers, and pupils. A good 
way in which to do this is for the 
superintendent to read the title of 
the lesson, give its location in the 
Bible, and read the first verse, che 
teachers and pupils reading tle 
next, the superintendent the next, 
and so on responsively until tne 
end. After this is finished the en- 
tire school should repeat the goid- 
en text for the day. Having the 
golden text at this time will re- 
veal just how many of the pupils 
have learned it and is much better 
than to have it after the lesson 
study. After this should come such 
announcements as the superinten- 
dent may wish to make, then 
should follow prayer or a few sen- 
tence prayers from the teachers. A 
hymn, followed by a single tap of 
the bell, should end the opening 
exerciges. 

The period of teaching and study 
should not last more than thirty 
minutes. During it no _ person 
should be permitted to enter a 
class save the treasurer, for the 
purpose of taking up the offering 
and handing to the teacher such 
cards, leaflets, or papers as are 
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given to the children. The firsi 
thing done during the study period 
should be the handing to the 
teacher by the pupils of their offer- 
ing. It should be placed in an en- 
velope and marked with the class 
number or name, so that when the 
treasurer comes around it can be 
handed to him without interrupt- 
ing the work of the class. Once the 
lesson study is begun nothing 
should be permitted to interfere 
with it. This should be observed as 
a fixed rule, and never altered. 

At the expiration of thirty min- 
utes one tap of the bell by the su- 
perintendent should announce the 
beginning of the closing exercises. 
First, a hymn should be sung, and 
then the reports of the secretary 
and treasurer heard. The attend- 
ance (with comparative figures for 
the previous year) should be a part 
of this..The banner class then 
should be announced. The same 
rule should be followed in the re- 
port of the treasurer. Following 
this the pastor should offer a pray- 
er, giving thanks for the offering 
and asking God’s mercy for the 
sick and absent. This prayer never 
should be omitted, no matter what 
the pressure for time. It is wise to 
follow, at this point, with the re- 
view of the lesson by the pastor or 
the superintendent. The pastor or 
speaker should always keep in 
mind the evangelistic side of Chris- 
tianity in this address. The closing 
hymn should follow, and then the 
repeating of some chosen and 
memorized verse of Scripture, or a 
watchword, such as “Remember 
what the Master has taught,” or 
“For our Lord and Master.” These 
watchwords can be changed 
monthly or quarterly. In conjunc- 
tion with the use of the motto in 
the opening exercises they will 
catch the interest of the children 
and act as asort of a bond of 
union among them. Many schools 
have found them almost invalu- 
able. After this, the cards, leaflets, 
or papers that the school gives to 
the pupils may be given out by the 
teachers, but the pupils should be 
disciplined into receiving them 
without noise. 

The benediction should end the 
session, and the children ® should 
be taught to pass out without 
noise, or rush. Nothing is so un- 
seemly on the part of a Sunday 
School as the wild rush of a lot o. 
boys and girls toward the door as 
soon as the benediction has been 
pronounced. Respect for the house 
of God never should be lost. The 
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greatest efforts should be put 
forth by the pastor, the superin- 
tendent, and teachers to establish 
a strong bond of union among the 
members of the school. The pupils 
should be taught that the church 
is their church home, and they 
should have as much pride in it 
and love for it as for their own 
homes. 

A school should have a motto, a 
watchword, a school salute, and a 
school messenger service for the 
looking up of delinquent or abseut 
pupils. Too much stress cannot be 
laid upon this interesting of the 
pupils. Pastors, superintendents, 
and teachers are too much inclined 
to teach the lesson, and sing, and 
have prayer, and let other things 
go, thinking their duty done. To 
run a Sunday School in the right 
way there must be work, more 
work, and still more work. Work 
is never done. But such a method 
will show results and great ones, 
and the reward of it will be reaped 
in the salvation of many souls. To 
make a success of any thing the 
persons working for it must keep 
everlastingly busy. There must be 
sacrifices and labor; nothing worth 
having ever was won without sac- 
rifices and labor. 

Before closing this discussion of 
the Sunday School problem a few 
words on the question of Sunday 
School libraries may be in order. It 
is the earnest belief of the writer 
that every Sunday Schoo] should 
have a collection of books for cir- 
culation among the children. This 
belief is shared by many persons 
interested in church work, in Sun- 
day Schools, and in work among 
the young folks. There are many 
reasons in support of it. Chief 
among them are the educational 
advantages to be derived from 
books and the fact that if the mind 
of the child can be started aright 
in the matter of reading it is not 
likely to stray later on. Very many 
poor children never would get a 
book to read if some one did not 
put it into their hands, and very 
many excellent educations would 
not have been gained if it had not 
been for that first book, and very 
many educations come only from 
books. If the church can start a 
boy to reading and raise up in him 
a desire for knowledge and mental] 
betterment, it will have done some- 
thing toward the elevation of man- 
kind which assuredly is a Chris- 
tian duty. The only objection that 
can be raised to the Sunday Schoo] 
library is one of finances. It is urg- 
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ed that the money spent on the 
library can be put to better use in 
other ways. The argument is a 
fine one if the church is just on the 
verge of financial collapse, if it is 
only beginning its Sunday School 
or putting in its equipment, or if 
it is intended to spend a large sum 
at one time on books. Wealthy 
churches can afford to stock up 
with a large library, but the ma- 
jority of churches cannot, nor is a 
iarge library necessary unless the 
school is a very large one. Small 
country churches (and small city 
ones, too) can get together a 
library by small, well selected pur- 
chases without feeling the strain of 
paying out the money in a very 
great degree. Part of the Sunday 
School offering can be laid aside 
for the purchase of books, and 
thus the pupils can be made to take 
a personal interest in the creation 
of the library. Two or three can be 
purchased at a time, if the fund 
will not permit a greater outlay. 


And now a few last words re- 
garding the Sunday School. Let 
not the church think the task of 
keeping up the school too great; 
let not the minister think other 
fields of labor likely to give a 
greater harvest; let not the super- 
intendent relax his vigilance for 
the benefit of his charge; let not 
the teacher become discouraged at 
what may seem to be insufficient 
result for the amount of time and 
words used in teaching the lesson. 
All these things are likely to arise 
in the minds of those connected 
with Sunday School work; but 
they must be cast out instantly. 
For the sake of the kingdom, what- 
ever the obstacles, the Sunday 
School must be kept up, and the 
best effort and energies of the 
church and its people given to ii. 
Sometimes we think we see no re- 
ward for our labors; but we are 
blind, for then we cannot see the 
things God has reserved for His 
good and faithful servants inside 
the gates of heaven.

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Has Millennium Started ‘Yet?

We hear of many doctrines to- 
day, and hear this and that has 
happened, but dear brothers and 
sisters, the Lord will lead the hon- 
est-hearted and we shall know the 
times and seasons. God’s Word 
plainly tells us just what shall take 
place if we rightly divide the truths 
of God. These things must happen 
before there is any millennium, 
that is, before the period of a 
“thousand years” spoken of in Rev. 
20:1-6. This period is spoken of in 
other scriptures as “the kingdom,” 
and is described in glowing terms 
by the prophets as a time when 
the earth shall be blessed with a 
universal rule of righteousness.The 
passage in Rev. 20:1-6 simply tells 
us that the length of the period 
shall be 1,000 years. 

Now many say Christ has already 
come back. 1. When Christ comes 
He will “raise the dead;’ the right- 
eous dead are to be raised “before 
the millennium” that they may 
reign with Christ the thousand 
years, therefore, there isn’t to be 
a millennium before Christ comes. 
Rev. 20:5. 

2. When Christ comes Satan 
shall be bound, but as Satan is to 
be bound during the millennium 
there can be no millennium until 
Christ comes. Rey. 30:1-3. Have 
any of you missed Satan yet? If 
he doesn’t bother you any more 
and you still claim to be God’s son 
or daughter, you had better seek 
yourself an altar and sing the song 
“I Need the Prayers of Those I 
Love,” and stop playing you are 
something when you are nothing. 

3. When Christ comes the Anti- 
christ is to be “destroyed,” but as 
the Antichrist is to be destroyed 
before the millennium, there can 
be no millennium until Christ 
comes. 2 Thess, 2:8; Rev. 19:20. 

4. When Christ comes the Jews 
are to be restored to their home- 
land, but as they are to be restored 
to their own land before the mil- 
lennium, there can be no millen- 
nium before Christ comes. Ezek. 
36 :24-28; Rev. 1:7; Ezek. 12:10. 

5. When Christ comes it will be 
unexpectedly, and we’re command- 
ed to watch lest He take us un- 
awares. Now if He told us to watch 
and pray, He also said to watch for 
Him to come back as He went 
away. People say He is here now. 


Acts 1:11 says He went up bodily 
and visibly, and He shall come in 
like manner. We know He went in 
a cloud, so do we also know He will 
come back on a cloud and the Bible 
says He will be seen as He comes 
back. Every eye shall see Him and 
they that pierced Him. Notice, even 
those who pierced Him _ will see 
Him. The whole earth shall be 
wailing because of Him. Rev. 1:7. 
He went away alone but He shall 
return as King, Luke 19:12, follow- 
ed by a retinue of the angelic host. 
“For the Son of man shall come in 
the glory of his Father, with his an- 
gels; and then he shall reward ev- 
ery man according to his works,” 
Matt. 16:27. But most folks don’t 
know there are two stages to His 
coming back. He will come first 
into the region of our atmosphere 
and the dead in Christ and the liv- 
ing saints shall be caught up to 
meet him in the air, then after the 
risen and translated saints have 
been judged and rewarded for their 
works, and they as the church, the 
bride of Christ, have been married 
to Him, He will come with them to 
the earth. The first time He comes 
with the angelic host, the dead and 
living are taken up into the clouds 
with Him. In the second coming 
down He brings the wife (saints) 
back and lands on the Mount of 
Olives, the place from whence He 
ascended. “And His feet shall stand 
in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem 
on the east and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and toward 
the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley, and half of the moun- 
tain remove toward the north and 
half of it toward the south,” Zech. 
14:4. 


The first stage of His return !s 
called “the rapture,” the second is 
“the revelation.” The time between 
the two stages is not less than 
seven years, and during that time 
heaven is occupied by the judg- 
ments of believers for works, and 
also the Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb. If you haven’t the full bless- 
ing and trust God, doing His will, 
you will have to go thru the great 
tribulation. It lasts seven years, 
and while these are enjoying the 
blessings for seven years in heavy 
en, you will spend as long as you 
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can bear of seven years of the 
greatest troubles this earth has 
ever known. Jer. 30:7. 

6. The rapture is described in 1 
Thess, 4:15-17, “For this we say 
unto you by the word of the Lord, 
that we which are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall 
not prevent them which are asleep; 
for the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with the voice of the 
archangel and with the trump of 
God and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first, then we which are alive 
and remain (saints only) shall be 
caught up together with them in 
the clouds to meet the Lord in the 
air, and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.” From this we see that 
the rapture will be twofold: (a) 
the resurrection of the dead in 
Christ, (b) ‘the translation of the 
living saints. 

Paul says, “Behold, I show you 
a mystery, we shall not all sleep 
but we shall be changed in a mo- 
ment in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump for the trumpet 
shall sound and the dead shall be 
raised, and we shall be changed; 
for this corruptible must put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality, so when this 
corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have 
put on immortality, then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is 
written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O Death, where is thy 
sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
tory?” Praise God forever! Hold 
fast, dear brothers and _ sisters. 
From the signs of the time all 
things are pointing to our Lord’s 
soon coming. Praise God for His 
Son Jesus.

unity. All our criticism, all our 
faultfinding, and all our political 
energies are caused by one thing 
and that the lack of unity. The 
higher the order of officials, the 
greater their responsibility for the 
presence of unity among their peo- 
ple, yet not even a tiny member is 
exempt from responsibility since 
“we are members one of another.” 
The Dew of Hermon 

The prophet continues to liken 
unity in his analogy unto the dew 
of Hermon. As the high priest was 
ceremonially head of all spiritual 
exercise and worship among the 
twelve tribes of Israel, so was Her- 
mon head of all that mountain 
range in Palestine. All other moun- 
tains had this one great mountain 
as their head, which is typical of 
the many members in the Church 
with Jesus Christ as the one great 
Head, from whom the whole body 
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and in whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple of the Lord. Hermon 
was to the land of Canaan what 
Aaron was to the twelve tribes of 
Israel. As the high priest was the 
head and crown of the _ twelve 
tribes, even so was Hermon to the 
land of Canaan. All the enriching 
blessings from heaven’s storehouse 
descended first upon Aaron and 
thru the priesthood upon all Israel. 
Here the prophet speaks of the dew 
descending upon Hermon as the 
central head from which it de- 
scends and flows down upon the 
lower mountains, producing suffi- 
cient moisture for crops and the 
increase of the land. It was from 
the roots of Hermon that the Jor- 
dan River descended. Hermon with 
other mountains clustered about 
it stands for and is a perfect em- 
blem of unity, and as Hermon be- 
came the framework. and the 
strongest tower of all those moun- 
tain ranges, even so must there be 
a strong, sturdy, leadership among 
officials and pastors, against whom 
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and upon whom all other ministers 
Or members may rest or depend 
for strength and blessing. The re- 
sult of such is unity. 
The Blessing of Life 

Where such ceremonial unity is 
found as was indicated thru the 
anointing of Aaron as high priest 
over the twelve tribes, or the clus- 
ter of mountains stayed upon 
Mount Hermon and watered by the 
dew first descending upon Her- 
mon, even so if we are to enjoy 
the blessing of life we must be 
ceremonially, spiritually, and or- 
ganically built together in unity. 
The reference to the blessing 
comes from Lev. 25:21, also poss:- 
bly from Deut. 28:8. 

Unity Depends 

Upon our spiritual life. It is im- 
possible to have unity withou 
spirituality. In Rom. 8:6, 7 we are 
taught that to be spiritually-mina- 
ed the result is life and peace and 
that the carnal mind is enmity 
against God. Where there are en- 
emies or enmity there cannot be 
unity, consequently if we are to 
have unity among us it can alone 
come by ceasing to plan after or 
work according to the carnal or 
fleshly mind. Every minister and 
member is responsible to try to find 
what is the mind of God and the 
mind of the Spirit, and, having 
found it, walk after it. Unity of 
creed, song, or organization will 
not suffice; there must be a spirit- 
ual unity that blends our hearts to- 
gether into one heavenly harmoni- 
ca upon which the zephyr heaven- 
ly breezes may descend to render 
that sacred music which can alone 
be produced upon the harp of 
sacred union. There must be more 
than unity of church membership. 
It is not enough to join the church, 
it is not enough to be agreed upon 
certain fundamentals. There must 
be oneness, a uniting and living to- 
gether of ministers and members 
to the extent that each can be 
touched by the other’s infirmities 
and that we may bear each other’s 
burdens and so fulfill the law of 
Christ. When such unity has been 
reached our political schemes will 
fall off, the Holy Spirit will de- 
scend upon us and we will find our- 
selves caught into Him and our 
ministries will be after the original 
order of Christ, followed by signs 
and wonders and divers miracles in 
the Holy Ghost. We are command- 
ed by St. Paul in Eph. 4:3 to keep 
the unity of the spirit in the bond 
of peace. We cannot keep ‘it until 
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we get it and we cannot receive it 
until we comply with V. 2. Walking 
with all lowliness and meekness 
with long-suffering, forbearing one 
another in love, having acquired 
and kept the unity of spirit, the 
goal for all saints is the unity of 
the faith and the knowledge of the 
Son of God unto a perfect man un- 
to the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ. And the re- 
sult will be that our tossings to and 
fro and carried about by every 
wind of doctrine by the sleight of 
men and cunning craftiness where- 
by they lie in wait to deceive will 
be allayed and each of us will 
speak the truth in love and grow 
into Him in all things, which is the 
head even Christ. Unity should be 
our watchword; it should be our 
slogan and our war cry. “United 
we stand, divided we fall,” united 
we achieve and win the victory, 
divided we fall into ruins. Asa 
wooden bucket without bands or 


hoops, so is a church without 
unity.
